It’s News This Week 


New York Fair Stamp 





A Post Office Department news re- 
lease of March 6 distributed photos of 
the design of the 3c stamp to be issued 
on April 1 at New York City to com- 
memorate the New York World’s Fair. 
The stamp is a companion in size and 
modernistic design to the Golden Gate 
International Exposition stamp issued 
February 18 at San Francisco. The New 
York postmaster will handle covers for 
collectors not residing in that city on the 
usual basis, as will be noted from the 
following official notice issued by Third 
Asst. P. M. General Ramsey S. Black: 

Postmasters and employees of the 
Postal Service are hereby notified of the 
issuance of a special postage stamp in 
the 3-cent denomination in commemora- 
tion of the New York World’s Fair of 
1939. The stamp will be first placed on 
sale at the New York, N. Y., post office 
on April 1, 1939. It will be available at 
other post offices as soon after that date 
as stocks can be printed and distributed. 

The new stamp is 84/100 by 1 44/100 
inches in dimensions, arranged vertically. 
It is printed in purple by the rotary 
press and issued in sheets of 50. 

The central design is a modernistic 
representation, in white on a solid back- 
ground, of the Trylon and Perisphere, 
outstanding architectural features of the 
fair. In the upper part of the stamp at 
the right of the Trylon is the inscription: 
“United States,” “Postage,” and “3 
Cents,” arranged in three lines. In a 
horizontal panel below the central design 
is the wording: “New York” and 
“World’s Fair” in two lines at the left, 
and “1939” at the right. All lettering is 
white gothic. The top and bottom edges 
of the stamp are bordered by white fin- 
ishing lines. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancelations of the new stamp on April 
1, may send a limited number of ad- 
dressed covers, not in excess of 10, to 
the Postmaster at New York, N. Y., with 
a cash or postal money order remittance 
to cover only the cost of the stamps re- 
quired for affixing. Postage stamps will 
Positively not be accepted in payment. 
Each cover should bear a pencil endorse- 
ment in the upper right corner to show 
the number of stamps to be attached 
thereto. 

Envelopes for covers should not be 
smaller than 3 by 6 inches, and care 
should be exercised, since the stamp is 
of the special delivery size and arranged 
vertically, to allow ample space for the 
affixing of singles as well as blocks. 





Compliance cannot be made with un- 
usual requests, such as for the affixing 
of plate number blocks, etc., and all 
covers must be fully addressed. 

Requests for uncanceled stamps must 
not be included with orders for first-day 
covers to the postmaster at the above 
office.

use, the new stamp will be placed on 
sale at the Philatelic Agency on April 2, 
1939. To insure prompt shipment, mail 
orders to the agency must exclude other 
varieties of stamps. 

Postmasters receiving advance ship- 
ments of the new stamp are hereby 
cautioned not to allow any of the stamps 
to be sold before April 2. 


Uncle Billy Stone Dies 





William C. Stone, familiarly known as 
“Uncle Billy” to many American col- 
lectors, passed away February 23 at his 
Springfield, Mass., home at the age of 
77. For many years Uncle Billy attended 
A. P. S. conventions, the honor of mov- 
ing for adjournment always being re- 
served for him. Mr. Stone was Presi- 
dent of the Society during the period 
1905 to 1907 and took an active part in 
society. affairs. He actively promoted 
the hoby with numerous talks and exhi- 
bitions and wrote many items for the 
philatelic press. One of the oldest mem- 
bers of the A.P.S. in number of years of 
membership, he was sixth in sequence of 
membership numbers. 





Farley to Sell First Baseball 
Stamp 





The Leatherstocking Stamp Club of 
Cooperstown, N. Y., reports further in 
reference to our item in the March 4 
issue which stated that no definite an- 
nouncement had been made of the pro- 
posed baseball stamp. The club reports 
that they have a letter from Postmaster 
General Farley stating such a stamp will 
be issued and that in addition to having 
the first day sale at Cooperstown, Farley 
will personally sell the first stamp. In 
addition the postmaster of Cooperstown 
has also been advised by Farley of the 
prospective first day sale and the Post- 
master-General’s presence at that event. 
The Postmaster General was formerly a 
commissioner of baseball in New York, 
hence his interest in the centenary. 
Thanks to the club’s report the uncer- 
tainty regarding this issue is now re- 
moved. Date of first day sale, design 
and similar details have not been an- 
nounced yet. 


Mexico to Issue Stamp Com- 
memorating Tulsa 
Convention 





Thomas H. Lockett, Dept. of Com- 
merce representative at Mexico City, has 
reported to the Mayor of Tulsa, Okla., 
that Mexico plans to issue a stamp to 
honor the First World Wide Convention 
of Philatelists which will be held in 
Tulsa from May 17 to 21. Mr. Lockett 
stated the Mexican government desired 
an appropriate design and in response 
Mayor Penny, the Executive Committee 
of the Convention, the Chamber of Com- 
merce and the officers of the Oklahoma 
Philatelic Society have jointly recom- 
mended for the design a view of the 
Coliseum where the exhibition containing 
entries from at least 44 countries will be 
housed. As a symbol of good will and 
peace it was also suggested that the por- 
trait of Will Rogers be inserted in an 
upper corner of the design. No date has 
been set for the date of issue of the 
stamp, but it is expected some time prior 
to the opening of the Convertion. The 
Committee states the Nicaragua Will 
Rogers set, which has been reported as 
commemorating the eighth anniversary of 
the Managua earthquake is in compli- 
ment to the Oklahoma _ convention,

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c ain Covers Sent Too 
Early Are Declined 


Some collectors of first day covers 
send their covers too early and so long 
in advance of the supposed first day of 
issue of a new stamp that the postmaster 
at the office has not been informed on 
the new stamp. The Postmaster of New 
York City has been sending a form letter 
and returning first day cover requests of 
persons sending for the New York 
World’s Fair and Washington Inaugural 
first day covers. In the form letter the 
postmaster stated no official instructions 
concerning the new stamps or authority 
to hold covers for the first day had been 
received. A copy at hand of the letter 
is dated February 28. It is now all right 
for collectors to send their covers for 
the 3c New York World’s Fair stamp to 
the New York City postmaster as an 
official notice as reported last week has 
set the date of first day sale as April 1, 
at that city. Collectors, however, need 
be in no hurry at this time to send covers 
for the Washington Inaugural stamp also 
to be issued there on April 30, and will 
help New York’s staff by not sending in 
such covers until after the World’s Fair 
stamp is out of the way. Under no cir- 
cumstances should covers for both events 
be sent in the same letter. 

No official release has been received 
regarding the 3c Panama Canal and 
proposed Baseball stamps and collectors 
are advised to await official announce- 
ment before sending covers for these to 
any postmaster. 

Our FIRST DAY CALENDAR, which 
is printed every week, lists the latest 
first day sales scheduled, the information 
so listed being obtained from the official 
announcements of the Post Office De- 
partment. The dates, etc., are not listed 
if reported from unofficial sources as 
these frequently are unreliable. The 
official announcement appears in suffi- 
cient time to permit sending of covers, 
so the best advice to our readers is to 
watch the Calendar each week. We do 
not list the numerous proposed stamps 
as nearly all of these never materialize 
and many are spur-of-the-moment pro- 
posals not accepted seriously by even 
their sponsors. Congress has dozens of 
such proposals made during each session.

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Special Delivery Perforation Error Found 


A sheet of the current 10c Special Delivery stamp, Scott’s #1904, rotary press 
printing, was discovered the last week of February in Oakland, Calif., with vertical 
perforations missing between the first and second vertical rows of the sheet. R. E. 
Boody, Stamp Editor of the Oakland Tribune, has submitted a photograph of part 
of the sheet and states the sheet was purchased by a non-collector at an Oakland 
branch post office and the error was not noticed until the sheet was seen by a 
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stamp collector who persuaded the owner to submit it to Harry Gray, Oakland 
stamp dealer, for inspection. The error sheet is an upper left pane from plate 19283, 
and has the plate number opposite the top pair of the variety. 

It is not understood how the perforations happened to be omitted as all the 
vertical perforations are normally done in one operation; not a single row at a time. 
The perforations at left of the first row are intact and normal, as are the per- 
forations at right of the second row. The sheet was very well centered. As a con- 
sequence of the find there are available (or will be if the sheet is cut up) ten hori- 
zontal pairs imperforate between, one of them with plate number. At present the 
sheet is being held intact, and Mr. Boody promises further details when ultimate 
disposition is made of the sheet.

Editor’s Notebook 


A STALLED TRUCK A real disap- 
pointment was 
the word last week that the Post Office 
Department’s Philatelic Truck would not 
be operated after all unless Congressional 
financial watchdogs relent. The Truck’s 
appearance has been so frequently post- 
poned that announcement the $6,500 for 
its operation had been refused came as 
sort of anti-climax. ; 

Taking a purely philatelic viewpoint, 
the Truck would have benefitted phila- 
tely immeasurably. It would have taught 
the worth of stamp collecting to thou- 
sands of people whom the hobby would 
otherwise never reach; and even though 
most of them would not begin to collect 
stamps, hundreds of recruits would have 
resulted from its tours. So from the 
standpoint of growth of the hobby, the 
Truck merits philatelic support. 

The Congressional committee, how- 
ever, took the view, not unexpected, that 
spending $6,500 for such a purpose did 
not come under the duties of the Post 
Office Department, and stamp collectors

must in fairness agree with them on that 
point. What the law-makers said about 
the plea that its cost would be returned 
many fold in sales of stamps is not re- 
ported. Possibly the thought was ex- 
pressed that stamps were not supposed 
to be issued with a view to meeting 
philatelic demands but rather to suit the 
demands of their users. 

It is unfortunate that the Truck for 
justification must fall back on the truth 
that sales of stamps for collection pur- 
poses as a result of its tours would more 
than pay its cost and result in goodly 
profit to the postal service. For that 
truth is a most unwelcome one to phil- 
ately, ever on its guard against govern- 
mental forays into the stamp business. 
In short it puts most of us on the fence; 
for were we to support that argument 
we would all be exhibiting inconsistency 
at its worst. 

The plea that federal funds are spent 
on many other things in much larger 
sums with no hope of ever receiving in 
return a profit or even the cost is also 
one that collectors can not sincerely sup- 
port. One error or several errors do not 
justify more errors. 

Let’s support the idea of a Philatelic 
Truck but support it on the basis of a 
project beneficial to the citizenry in that 
it advances one of the best hobbies in 
the country and accomplishes much on 
the order of the parks and other recre- 
ational constructive works of the various 
emergency federal agencies. But let’s 
soft pedal the financial profit part of it. 
The Post Office Dept. can sincerely and 
honestly advocate such a truck from 
financial motives, but for philately to 
do so will be something we’ll regret 
sooner or later as our arguments will 
trip us up just when we will really need 
them. So write your Congressman or 
Senator and urge the Truck become a 
reality, but put it on the same basis as 
that new park or community center, etc., 
that your town wanted or wants built 
with emergency funds. From a financial 
standpoint the truck would be a good 
investment of the government but that’s 
hardly a view justifying the Truck to 
philately. —R. R.

Two weeks ago I reported that the 
sales of Vatican City stamps caught the 
New York Dealers unprepared, I further 
stated that wholesale prices did not rise. 
The continued heavy sale of these stamps 
still hasn’t had any great effect upon the 
wholesale price. But one wonders how 
long this situation will last, as the retail 
price on a few sets has started to rise. 


Now that the Spanish Civil war is 
nearly ended, there is a small demand 
for the stamps of Republic Spain. The 
heaviest demand is for the Spanish U. S. 
Constitution Airmail sheet. This sheet 
was issued in very limited quantities and 
supplies are non-existent. The reason for 
this is that many collectors consider this 
a necessary item to complete their Con- 
stitution issues. I saw a sheet change 
hands at $16.00 the other day. 


The New York Sun’s latest stamp 
booklet seems to be the most popular 
one they have produced to date. Cer- 
tainly it is their best effort, in the first 
week of distribution over 2,000 were 
issued. 





Stamps and the New York’s 
World’s Fair 


The Post Office Department will ap- 
parently not have any philatelic build- 
ing at the New York World’s Fair and 
thus no centralized display of stamps will 
be at the Fair. The Fair management 
suggested to participating foreign govern- 
ments that special stamps be issued by 
them to commemorate the exposition and 
so far a number have indicated they 
either would issue stamps or at least 
were still considering the proposition. 
According to Kent B. Stiles, Stamp Edi- 
tor of the New York Times, Albania, the 
French Colonies, Finland, Iraq, Italy 
probably, Lithuania probably, Nether- 
lands Colonies, Portugal, Rumania, 
Southern Rhodesia probably, and Turkey 
have announced they will sell their 
stamps at their pavilions; probably all 
having displays of stamps. These coun- 
tries plan to issue stamps commemorat- 
ing the Fair: Brazil, four values (400, 
800, 1200 and 1600 reis); Dominican 
Republic, four stamps (1, 3 and 10c 
regular postage and a 10c airmail); 
Ecuador, 5 postage and 7 airs; France, 
one stamp with others possibly from 
various colonies; Haiti, a set; Iceland, 
3 stamps; Iraq, contemplating a series; 
Rumania, a series; Russia is “expected” 
to issue some; Sweden will issue some 
and Turkey from three to six designs. 
Other countries have yet to be heard 
from, but definite rejections of the idea 
of special stamps have been received 
from Argentina, Belgium, Canada, Eire, 
Great Britain, Japan, Mexico, Siam, 
Southern Rhodesia, Switzerland, and 
Liberia.

As fairly large stocks are on hand of 
the old design coils and booklets, for 
the present the Post Office Dept. is 
permitting postmasters to requisition the 
new coils only in 500 size coils and of 
denominations of 444c and under. Limit- 
ed quantities only will be filled on spe- 
cial requisition. 





At the Feb. 13-14 sale conducted by 
the American Art Assn.-Anderson Gal- 
leries Inc. these prices were recorded on 
some scarce U. S. items: 90c carmine 
1870-71 with grill, unused, cataloging 
$300, brought $125; 1c ultramarine of 
the 1875 special printing of the 1c 1870 
brought $160; 10c of same 1875 issue, 
$155; 12c of 1880 special printing, $200; 
30c of 1880 special printing $200; Ic 
Pan-American, center inverted, not a fine 
copy, $115; and used block of 13c 1908 
Bluish Paper, $200. 





Apparently the Post Office Depart- 
ment believes there is a big demand 
throughout the country on the part of 
collectors to mail second day covers. 
Postmasters were authorized to keep 
their offices open on Sunday, Feb. 19, 
to sell the new 3c Golden Gate Exposi- 
tion stamp, while in Washington the Phi- 
latelic Agency was to be open from 8 
A. M. until noon. This was done, they 
stated, for the “benefit of stamp col- 
lectors desiring second day cover serv- 
ice.” 





The quantity issued of stamps of each 
denomination for 1938-39 are figures re- 
quested by Mrs. T. H. Cousins of Car- 
tington, N. D. The reason we have not 
printed such statistics on the commemo- 
ratives is that the final figure is not yet 
known of most, as these figures have not 
been released.
